They got to “skype" with school 
namesake, Canadian astronaut Chris 
Hadfield, as part of his "On the Lunch 
Pad" series. 

Kids in grades 2 through 8 came up 
with a list of questions, and listened 
enthralled as Commander Hadfield 
responded, speaking about space and 
his work with the Canadian Space 
Agency. His replies were thoughtful, 
frank, personal, and often inspiring. 

"How did you eat in space?” one 
grade 4 student wondered. 


"It’s like going on a camping trip - 
forever,” Hadfield replied, with dried 
foods in individual packets that can 
be eaten as-is, or reconstituted with 
water, and “squished.” 

“How do you stop a space ship?” 
asked another student. 

“Space ships go really fast - they go 
8 kms a second,” Hadfield told the 
students, listening to the conversation 
in both the gym and school library. He 
explained that crews use the friction

Holland St. 
update... 

The long-awaited update of 
the Holland St. project came to 
BWG Council on May 20 - with a 
recommendation to defer the project 
until the Southeast and Southwest 
Arterial Roads are built, to provide 
alternative routes for traffic that 
otherwise would be funnelled into the 
downtown core during construction. 

The Holland St. project will still 
reduce the number of lanes from 4 
to 2, between Collings and Colbome 
St. and instal a traffic circle at the 
intersection of John St. and Barrie 
St. - but Director of Engineering Arup 
Mukherjee said that a number of 
changes have been incorporated, after 
further meetings with the Downtown 
Revitalization Committee and with the 
public. 

The update calls for the restoration 
of 7 on-street parking spaces on the 
north side of Holland St., as well as 
parking along Simcoe Road, to provide 
a buffer for pedestrians. The engineers 
have also added traffic signals and 
a left mm lane at Holland St. W. and 
Holland Court, to make it easier for 
traffic accessing the Family Health 
Centre - and a westbound left-turn 
lane at Holland St. East and Bingham. 

Mukherjee noted that 166 residents 
attended two public information 
sessions held in November of last year, 
providing 48 written comments. While 
19 respondents expressed concern 
with some aspect of the project - 
the roundabout, loss of onstreet 
parking, the reduction to only 2 lanes 
- 6 expressed 100% support, and 17 
expressed support for the plans as 
long as the Southeast and Southwest

From Industrial, to 1080 new homes? 


A Public Meeting under the Planning Act on 
May 20 heard an application for an Official Plan 
Amendment and Zoning By-law Amendment for 
the “Scanlon Creek Community Plan." 

Five developers - 850822 Ontario Inc., Artesian 
Developments Ltd., Millford Development 
Ltd., A1 Lalani in Trust, and Sam Lee and 
Frambee Holdings Ltd./Carbee Holdings Ltd. 

- have applied to redesignate more than 100 
hectares of land straddling the 9th Line BWG, 
from Industrial and Industrial/Commercial to 
Residential. 

One parcel of land sits north of the 9th Line, 
abutting Scanlon Creek Conservation Area; the 
other lies south of the 9th, sandwiched between 
Yonge St. and the Artesian Industrial Parkway. 
The corridor for the Hwy 400-404 link runs 
through the southern portion of the property. 

The applicants are seeking to create a new 
Community Planning Area that could house up 
to 1080 Residential units, or about 4,100 people. 

Director of Planning & Development Geoff 
McKnight noted that when the application 
was first filed in 2006, the MTO confirmed the 
need to preserve the Bradford Link corridor; 
MetroLinx opposed any new residential 
development within 300 metres of its rail 
corridor; and the Town’s consulting engineer 
warned that Residential development places 
"twice the demand on hard services” such as 
water and wastewater. McKnight also noted that 
any time there is a move to redesignate from 
Employment lands to Residential, the County 
of Simcoe now requires a “Comprehensive 
Municipal Review,” to justify the change. 

In August of 2013, the development group 
presented a number of new reports - looking 
at transportation impacts, noise, functional 
servicing, environmental impact and Planning 
justification. “Our review of this material is still 
ongoing," McKnight said. 

Consultant for the applicants, Michael 
Smith provided a broad justification for the 
redesignation and rezoning. “It’s fundamental 
to our position that the designation of 
Employment Lands along the 400... has cornered 
the Industrial land market for the foreseeable 
future,” Smith said, pointing out that studies 
indicate that the Town now has enough 
land to satisfy demand to the year 2041. “It’s 
unreasonable to freeze these lands for industrial 
use that may never be achieved.” 

Smith assured the meeting that the developers 
are "not seeking to compete with existing 
Residential developers,” but are willing to wait 
for "a future servicing assignment” before 
moving ahead with their plans - but want the 
Official Plan review and die amendments now. 
"This group has been waiting patientiy for the 
Bradford Official Plan update,” Smith said, 
suggesting that the proposal could help the 
Town meet provincial intensification and density 
targets in the future. 

Some neighbours were concerned about the 
potential impact of development on their wells, 
and on the environment and wildlife of the area. 

Bonnie Clayton, of Azimuth Environmental, 
assured the residents, “No future development 
is allowed to proceed if it’s going to impact 
on adjacent wells,” and promised mitigation 
to ensure that wells would not be impacted. 
Clayton also said that woodlots, streams and 
a river valley corridor close to the 8th Line 
would be preserved and “buffered” to provide 
protection. 

Harder to dismiss were the concerns of the 
existing industries on Artesian Industrial 
Parkway - including the paving plant at the 


comer of Artesian and the 9th Line - worried 
that permitting residential development so close 
to their operations was asking for trouble. 

“Our property backs onto your property,” said 
Dave Eek, of lohn Eek & Son. “Our business is 
multi-seasonal,” in operation 24 hours a day, 7 
days a week, with trucks operating from 4 a.m. to 
8 p.m. producing dust and noise. 

Based on dust, noise and odors, Consultant 
Doug Lyons recommended a setback, north 
of the 9th Line, to create a buffer between the 
proposed homes and the paving plant - and 
Sheeba Paul, of HGC Engineering, said that 
her analysis of noise "did suggest increased 
setbacks” between the new residential area and 
Artesian Industrial Parkway were needed. 

Consultant Jeff Mark admitted that the mix of 
heavy truck traffic from the industrial area and 
future residential traffic “is a concern,” especially 
on the 9th Line where “there is quite a steep 

“It always becomes an issue," when residential 
development moves into a pre-existing industrial 
zone, noted Councillor Gary Lamb. ’I think you 
need to address that." 

Mayor Doug White pointed to 3 key questions, 
raised by the Director of Planning, in considering 
the Amendments: What is the appropriate 
land use for lands adjacent to a major planned 
transportation corridor? What are the benefits 
to the Town, if the change is approved? What is 
the impact on servicing, transportation and the 
environment, of Residential vs. Industrial? 

“There had better be some compelling answers 
to those questions," Mayor White warned the 
developers. Put 1,000 new homes adjacent to 
heavy industry, and those industries “will be the 
first to hear from the residents, the Town will be 
second - and you’ll be long gone," he said. 

The comments were referred to staff, for a 
report and recommendation to Council.

Arterials are built first. 

“There was a very spirited discussion at those 
meetings," Mukherjee said, noting that getting 
nearly 50 written responses is a great response. 
"The passion and the interest is out there in the 
community.” 

He also presented some recommendations 
for immediate action, noting that if Holland St. 
is deferred until work on the Southeast arterial 
begins, in 2015, “there has to be some give by 
the Town.” 

In the interim, he proposed, the Town should 
take a closer look at a truck prohibition in the 
downtown, carry out upgrades to 3 public 
parking lots this year and next, assess the 
underground infrastructure, update the 2009 
parking study, and undertake asphalt repairs of 
sections of Holland St. that are deteriorating, at a 
cost of $100,000. 

Although not in the 2014 budget, Mukherjee 
suggested that the funds could be found to carry 
out a limited “shave and pave” resurfacing of 
part of Holland St. "We don't want to do too 
much there,” he said, since the road wifi be 
reconstructed within a couple of years. 
Mukherjee also recommended repairs to 
sidewalk hazards “as necessary” - again using 
the existing sidewalk maintenance budget. 

Deputy Mayor Rob Keffer noted that there was 
a strong response to the public consultation 
process, for Holland St. “It did grab the attention 
of our community. People do care about the 
downtown.”

There will also be a Beer Garden, KidZone, 
mini-Midway, and live entertainment all day, including 
Red (a Taylor Swift tribute), Crush - Bon Jovi Tribute, and 
Absolute Journey tribute, as well as Bradford Teen Idol. 

The event is a fundraiser for Kerry's Place Autism 
Services, and for young Triathlete, Diego Carvalho. 

The new festival has had some bumps along the way. 

On May 20, organizer Ricky Brooks and his Chilifest 
committee came to Bradford West Gwillimbury Council, 
to ask for financial support. 

Brooks was positive about recent developments in 
Bradford, from the new Library and Leisure Centre, to 
his own “Ribfest, Bradfordlicious... and now Chilifest. We 
have created these things together.” But, he said, “It takes 
more than 1 person or 1 vision to transform Bradford into 
a thriving place." 

Chilifest has support from downtown businesses, 

Town staff, Police, Fire, and EMS, and raised $15,000 
in sponsorships - but is $5,000 shy of its goal, "to break 
even,” after 2 sponsors pulled out. Brooks asked for a one¬ 
time $5000 contribution from the Town. 

Council voted to grant $5000 in "seed money’) as long 
as organizers provide a financial accounting of where the 
money is spent. “If it is a success, as I believe it will be, 
and it’s financially accountable, I don’t think it’ll need our 
$5000 (next year),” Councillor Gary Lamb said.

Arrest in serious assault 


A fight behind a local bar in 
downtown Bradford on Sunday night 
sent two men to hospital, one with 
serious head injuries. 

At about 11:50 p.m. on May 18, 

South Simcoe Police were called to 
a disturbance behind the Eclipse 
Bar and Restaurant in Bradford. A 
patron had been refused service, and 
reportedly left the premises by the rear 
door. Once outside, the man became 
involved in an altercation with a 34 
year old Bradford male. The accused 
assaulted the other man, punching 
him repeatedly and knocking him to 
the ground, causing serious injuries. 

A 48 year old Bradford man attempted 
to stop the assault, and was himself 
assaulted. 

The 34 year old victim was 
transported to hospital, then 


transferred to a Toronto trauma 
centre, with a life-threatening head 
injury. The 48 year old victim was 
transported to hospital, treated and 
released. 

Police were looking for a white male, 
approx. 25 years of age, with a rat tail 
haircut, cut short on the sides, and 
muscular build. Thanks to information 
from the public, police were able to 
identify the suspect. A 27 year old 
Newmarket man was contacted and 
turned himself in on May 20; He was 
charged with Aggravated Assault and 
Assault cause Bodily Harm, and was 
held overnight for a Bail Hearing.

Child abandonment charge 


Just before 8 p.m. on May 15, South 
Simcoe Police received a call from a 
concerned citizen, reporting that an 
intoxicated woman pushing a baby 
stroller had fallen on the street, in the 
area of Professor Day Drive. 

Responding officers discovered the 
30 year old Bradford woman lying on 
the street; she was arrested for Public 
Intoxication, and charged with 2 
liquor offences. 

The child in the stroller, who was 
shivering and wet, was taken to the 
station. Investigation revealed that 


the woman was caring for the child 
in the absence of the child’s mother. 
The two women had met earlier in 
the day, and the mother left her child 
with the woman while she went to buy 
cigarettes - but did not return. 

The mother, a 29 year old Bradford 
woman, was located by officers and 
arrested; she appeared to be under 
the influence of drugs. She was held in 
custody overnight for a bail hearing, 
on a charge of Child Abandonment. 
The child is now in the care of the 
Children’s Aid Society.

Mr. Hudak, what are you saying? 


Mr. Hudak, are you listening to 
yourself? Because from here, it 
sounds as if you are willing to say 
anything to get elected. 

Your “million jobs” promise sounds 
like one of those “chicken in every 
pot,” “stop the gravy train” slogans 

- a litde delusional, especially since 
you also announced that your first 
step would be to cut 100,000 jobs in 
the public service sector, apparently 
primarily in education. 

You portray yourself as Leader of 
a party of "positivity” and “hope” 

- although you’re the one who 
made the unfounded claim that it 
was Premier Kathleen Wynne who 
ordered the deletion of the emails in 
the gas plant scandal, and now want 
to spend how much on a judicial 
inquiry to find blame?

A simple concept is having a big 
impact, on two continents. 

The concept: Use a fundraising 
project for an orphanage in Africa as a 
way to teach mathematics. 

Bradford District High School math 
teacher Alison Chomobaj heard about 
the orphanage near Johannesburg 
in South Africa from a family 
member who works for Bombardier. 
Bombardier shares a fence with the 
orphanage, which was built for about 
80 but houses nearly 700 children - 
and learned that, In the high-crime 
neighbourhood, girls can become 
targets, especially “when they look 
unkempt and uncared for.” 

She came up with an idea: Have her 
math class raise the funds to purchase 
fabric, and partner with the Grade 11 
Fashion class at BDHS to make new 
dresses for the orphaned girls. 


Two math classes were involved 
- Chomobaj’s, and the class of fellow- 
teacher Sarah Sheldon. The students 
used their math skills to determine 
the ingredients needed to make “400 
units” of cookies, held a bake sale, 
and raised $574. They then worked 
out a budget, that included both the 
purchase of fabric and shipping to 
Africa, and estimated the number of 
dresses that could be made, for girls 
between 1 and 10 years of age. 

“We predicted we’d make 60 to 65 
dresses,” said Chomobaj. “We made 
62.” 

Chomobaj did the shopping, 
picking up brightly-coloured 100% 
cotton fabric, which the class of 
fashion teacher Shawna McPherson 
transformed into simple dresses, over 
a 3-week period - dresses that can be 
worn as tops, as the children grow. 


And attendance in the math classes 
went from a 20% absence rate, to less 
than 3%. 

Chomobaj emphasizes “how much 
curriculum content went into this” - 
conversion from Metric to Imperial, 
multiplication, measurement. 


“They really worked together as a 
group. It was a really good project!” 

She has found a Bombardier 
employee who will carry the dresses 
to Johannesburg, saving on the 
shipping costs - which means that, 
theoretically, the project could 
continue. The fashion class has moved 
on to other projects, but students can 
use their lunch breaks to make more 
of the dresses, ensuring that for the 
first time, a group of orphaned girls in 
Africa will have something brand-new.

“It’s really exciting for our students, 
and staff too, to get to speak with him.”

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Boating Safety, 
on Lake Simcoe 

The Victoria Day long weekend is often described as the 
unofficial start of summer - a weekend for opening the 
cottage, and for many, the start of boating season. 

On May 17, a 35 year old Barrie man was happy to see the 
South Simcoe Police Marine Unit patrolling the waters of 
Kempenfelt Bay. The engine on his boat had failed around 
4 p.m., and the vessel was adrift when Police stopped to 
assist. The disabled boat was safely towed to a local marina. 

Boaters are being reminded to follow boating safety tips, 
especially when heading out on the water at this time of 
year. With the late spring, water temperatures on Lake 
Simcoe are still frigid, and hypothermia is a risk. 

Have your vessel checked before heading out on the 
water. Some boaters store their equipment overwinter, and 
assume it is still functioning properly in the spring. The 
first voyage of the season is often when boaters experience 
mechanical problems. 

Ensure you are equipped with all mandatory safety 
equipment - including distress flares. Global positioning 
satellite (GPS) is also recommended - and always carry a 
fully-charged cell phone, to call for help in the event of an 
emergency. In an emergency, Police can be contacted by 
calling911on your cell phone, or using the VHF Channel 

Tell someone your plans and destination, and estimated 
time of return, before heading out on the water. 

Listen to and take note of weather reports. 

Always wear your Personal Flotation Device (PFD) or 
Lifejacket. A PFD can’t save your life if you don't wear it.
